and argument as to the validity of 
these indictments was begun. 
After overruling every attack of thq 
defense ag ainst the indictments, J udge 
Anderson 
halted 
the 
prosecution’s 
“ expediency” program and g ave the 
Indicted men nearly seven months in 
which to prepare for trial. 
Tuesday, 
Oct. 1, was the date set by the court 
for beginning the trials. 
During the course of 
long argu­ 
ments by attorneys for the defense, 
J udge Anderson frequently indicated 
that he did not agree with som e of the 
views of the law advanced by the de­ 
fense. 
In the camp of the defense it 
was admitted even before the hearing 
began that the defense had little or no 
hope of having their attack on the in­ 
dictments sustained. 
It was said the 
fight would he made in order to put 
the defense in a position to take ad­ 
vantage of any technical defects in 
the indictments later, if the defend­ 
ants were found guilty and an appeal 
was desired. 
When court convened forty-six de­ 
fendants sat in the United Sta tes dis­ 
trict court room, the la rg est number 
of defendants ever indicted jointly for 
the same offense in the legal history 
of the country. 
To accommodate the 
defendants the chairs usually occupied 
by petit jurors were used, and grouped 
around the defendants in the jury box 
were thirty-four other defendants.
